NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATIONS 

In  April,  CIUS  published  a new 
Ukrainian-language  volume  compiled  by 
Ol'ha  Woycenko,  The  Annals  of 
Ukrainian  Life  in  Canada:  Period  of 
Consol i dative  Efforts  and  Demographic 
Dispersion  1 950- 1 959.  This  work  is  the 
sixth  in  a series  of  annotated  indexes 
to  Ukrainskyi  hoi  os  (Ukrainian  Voice),  a 
weekly  newspaper  published  in  Winnipeg 
after  1910.  With  its  subject  index,  this 
chronological  summary  of  all  aspects  of 
Ukrainian  Canadian  life  in  the  1950s  is 
an  invaluable  guide  to  research.  The 
volume  is  priced  at  $14.95  clothbound. 

In  May,  CIUS  published  The 
Communist  Party  of  Western  Ukraine 
1919-1929  by  Dr.  Janusz  Radziejowski. 
This  work  is  a thorough  examination  of 
the  conflicts  between  communism  and 
nationalism  among  Ukrainians  under 
Polish  rule  during  the  interwar  period. 
The  author  pays  particular  attention  to 
the  CPWU's  relations  with  the 
Communist  Party  of  Ukraine  and  the 
Communist  Party  of  Poland  in  the  years 
1924-8.  The  original  edition  of  this 
volume  appeared  in  Polish  in  Cracow 
(1976)  to  favourable  reviews.  The  new 
edition,  revised  and  expanded  to  take 
account  of  further  research,  retails  for 
$14.95  clothbound  and  $9.95 
paperbound. 

In  July,  CIUS  published  Ukrainska 
usna  s/ovesnist  (Ukrainian  Oral  Literature) 
by  Filaret  Kolessa.  The  volume,  first 
published  in  Lviv  in  1938,  has  long 
been  out  of  print.  This  new  edition, 
which  contains  an  introduction  by 
Mykola  Mushynka,  a Ukrainian  folklorist 
from  eastern  Slovakia,  presents  a 


summary  of  the  life  and  works  of 
Kolessa  as  an  ethnomusicoiogist  and 
folklorist.  It  provides  an  extensive 
survey  of  Ukrainian  folklore  from  the 
pre-Christian  era  to  the  mid- 1930s.  The 
text  is  divided  into  two  parts:  first,  a 
survey  of  Ukrainian  oral  literature,  and 
second,  selected  illustrative  texts.  The 
702-page,  paperbound  volume  retails 
for  $14.95. 

In  August,  CIUS  brought  out 
Ukraine  After  Shelest,  edited  by  Bohdan 
Krawchenko.  The  book  contains  papers 
originally  presented  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Slavists,  Dalhousie  University,  in  1981.  It 
is  a multi-disciplinary  examination  of 
developments  in  Ukraine  after  the  fall 
of  Petro  Shelest  in  1972,  and  contains 
the  following  essays:  "Politics  and  the 
National  Question  in  the  Post-Shelest 
Period"  by  Roman  Solchanyk;  "Ukrainian 
Dissent  and  Opposition  After  Shelest" 
by  Bohdan  Nahaylo;  "Literary  Politics  and 
Literary  Debates  in  Ukraine  1971-81" 
by  Myroslav  Shkandrij;  "The  Ukrainian 
Economy  in  the  1970s"  by  Gennady 
Ozornoy;  and  "Ethno-Demographic  Trends 
in  Ukraine  in  the  1970s"  by  Bohdan 
Krawchenko.  The  paperbound  volume  is 
121  pages  long  and  is  available  for 
$4.95.

CIUS  SUBSIDIZES  TWO  FALL 
CONFERENCES 

CIUS  will  subsidize  two 
conferences  in  October  and  November 
1983,  both  in  eastern  Canada  and  both 
with  important  implications  for 
understanding  the  experience  of 
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Ukrainians  in  Canada: 

"Jewish-Ukrainian  Relations  in 
Historical  Perspective/'  17-20 
October,  McMaster  University, 
Hamilton,  Ontario  (the  first  session 
commences  in  the  Council  Room 
on  Monday,  17  October  at 
7:30  p.m.) 

"The  D.P.  Experience:  Ukrainian 
Refugees  After  World  War  II,"  3-6 
November,  University  of  Toronto 
(the  first  session  commences  at  St. 
Michael's  College  on  Thursday, 

3 November  at  7:30  p.m.) 


The  first  conference  is  part  of  a 
series  of  McMaster  University 
conferences  organized  by  Dr.  Peter 
J.  Potichnyj  and  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  on  Communist  and  East 
European  Affairs  at  McMaster.  For  the 
Jewish-Ukrainian  conference  Dr.  Howard 
Aster  is  co-chairman.  Besides  CIUS,  the 
following  are  sponsors:  Bronfman  Family 
Foundation,  Center  for  Russian  and  East 
European  Studies  (University  of 
Michigan),  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
(University  of  Toronto),  Hadassah-WIZO 
(Women's  International  Zionist 
Organization),  League  for  Human  Rights 
of  the  B'Nai  B'Rith,  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute  (Harvard  University)  and  the 
Multiculturalism  Directorate,  Secretary  of 
State,  Ottawa.  The  conference  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  and  will  feature 
numerous  scholars  from  Hebrew 
University  and  Tel  Aviv  University  in 
Israel.  On  Wednesday  evening,  19 
October,  the  special  guest  speaker  will 
be  Dr.  Richard  Pipes  of  Harvard 
University,  a special  advisor  on  foreign 
affairs  to  the  Reagan  administration. 

The  second  conference  is 
co-sponsored  by  the  Multicultural 
History  Society  of  Ontario,  Toronto,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Ethnic  and 
immigration  Studies  Program  and  the 
Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  University  of 
Toronto.  The  conference  is  organized  by 
Drs.  Wsevolod  Isajiw  and  Yury  Boshyk, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Roman  Senkus  (CIUS) 


and  Ms.  Paula  Croenberg  (MHSO). 

Whereas  the  approach  of  the 
Jewish-Ukrainian  conference  is 
chronological,  the  conference  on  the  DP 
experience  will  be  topical,  taking  in  the 
following  subjects:  historical  background, 
literary  activity,  education  and 
organizational  life,  economic  and  political 
life,  scholarship  and  culture  (including 
religion)  in  the  camps,  Soviet  efforts  at 
repatriation  and  the  Allied  reponse, 
resettlement  in  North  America,  and  the 
psychological  impact  of  the  DP  camps. 
On  Saturday  evening,  5 November,  a 
special  feature  will  be  a Roundtable 
Discussion  of  the  DP  experience  from 
the  personal  perspective  with  Messrs. 
Mykhailo  Dobrianskyj,  Stanley  Frolick, 
Bohdan  Panchuk  and  Ostap  Tarnawsky  as 
participants.

A one-day  course  on  "Ukrainian

CIUS  LECTURE  TOUR  ON  THE  1932-3 
FAMINE 

To  commemorate  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  famine  of  1932-3  in 
Ukraine,  CIUS  will  be  co-sponsoring  a 
lecture  tour  in  association  with  local 
community  groups  featuring  the  Toronto 
writer  Marco  Carynnyk.  In  his  lecture, 
"The  Year  of  the  Hungry  Horse:  The 
Ukrainian  Famine  of  1932-3," 

Mr.  Carynnyk  will  provide  a broad 
overview  of  the  great  famine  and 
discuss  in  detail  the  involvement  of 
Britain,  Canada  and  Ukrainian  Canadians  in 
the  events  of  those  years.  The  lecture 
will  be  complemented  by  videotaped 
excerpts  from  the  documentary  film  that 
Mr.  Carynnyk  is  completing  for  release 
on  network  television  in  1984. 

Mr.  Carynnyk  will  lecture  in  the 
following  centres:  Thunder  Bay 
(28  October),  Winnipeg  (29  October), 
Brandon  (30  October),  Roblin 
(31  October),  Yorkton  (1  November), 
Regina  (2  November),  Saskatoon 
(3  November),  Lloydminster 
(4  November),  Vegreville  (5  November), 
Edmonton  (6  November),  Calgary 
(7  November),  Kelowna  (8  November), 
Vancouver  (9  November)  and  Victoria 
(10  November).  The  time  and  place  of 
each  lecture  will  be  announced  locally  in 
September. 

Mr.  Carynnyk  has  published  poetry 
and  criticism  in  Ukrainian  as  well  as 
edited  and  translated  into  English  nine 
books,  of  which  two  recent  ones  are 
Leonid  Plyushch,  History's  Carnival 
(1979)  and  Mykhailo  Kotsiubynsky, 
Shadows  of  Forgotten  Ancestors  (1981). 
He  is  currently  editing  a volume  of 
eyewitness  accounts  of  the  famine  of 
1932-3  and  preparing  a monograph  on 
the  subject. 


Ms.  Vivian  C.  Oiender  has  been 
awarded  the  second  Neporany 
Postdoctoral  Fellowship  by  the  Canadian 
Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies.  The 
award  is  made  annually  on  the 
recommendation  of  CIUS  and  is  in  the 
amount  of  $17,500  with  up  to  $2,500 
to  meet  research  costs.  The  fellowship 
may  be  held  at  any  Canadian  university 
that  is  a recognized  centre  of  Ukrainian 
studies.  It  is  furnished  out  of  the 
endowed  Education  Fund  established  by 
Osyp  and  Josaphat  Neporany  of 
Toronto  and  willed  to  the  foundation  in 
1976  "for  scholarships,  bursaries, 
postdoctoral  studies  and  research  grants 
in  the  areas  of  political  science, 
economics  and  related  fields."  The  first 
recipient  of  the  award  (in  1982-3)  was 
Dr.  John-Paul  Himka. 

Ms.  Oiender,  who  will  obtain  her 
Ph.D.  from  St  Michael's  College, 
University  of  Toronto  in  the  fall,  will 
assume  the  fellowship  in  January  1984. 
Born  in  Newmarket,  Ontario,  she 
graduated  with  a B.A.  honours  in  history 
(major:  Russian  and  East  European 
history)  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
in  1973  and  an  M.A.  (major:  theology) 
from  St.  Michael's  College  in  1977. 
During  the  period  of  her  award  Ms. 
Oiender  will  prepare  her  doctoral  study 
in  church  history,  "Presbyterian  Missions 
and  Ukrainians  in  Canada  1900-1925," 
for  possible  publication  as  a monograph 
by  CIUS.  She  will  also  submit  an  article, 
"A.  J.  Hunter:  Friend  or  Foe  of 
Ukrainian  Canadians?'1  to  CIUS'  Journal 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  for  possible 
publication.  Ms.  Oiender  was  the 
recipient  of  CIUS  doctoral  thesis 
fellowships  in  1980-1  and  1981-2. 
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UPDATE  ON  CIUS  ORAL  HISTORY 
PROJECT 

The  oral  history  project  to 
interview  individuals  prominent  in  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  community  during  the 
interwar  and  Second  World  War 
periods  has  been  well  received  by 
those  who  have  been  interviewed.  To 
date,  over  sixty  interviews  have  been 
completed  for  a total  of  1 80  hours 
(120  tapes  each,  90  minutes  in  length). 
As  interviews  are  completed,  they  are 
filed  at  CIUS,  complete  with  release 
forms  and  summaries.  The  latter  outline 
the  key  points  and  thereby  provide  a 
useful  reference  for  future  researchers. 
The  project  has  filled  some  important 
gaps  in  interwar  Ukrainian  Canadian 
history  and  elucidated  numerous  areas  in 
need  of  further  research.  The 
interviewing  will  soon  be  expanded  to 
include  persons  who  emigrated  to 
Canada  after  the  Second  World  War. 

The  cost,  approximately  $3,500  per 
month,  is  being  met  out  of  research 
funds  received  by  CIUS  from  the 
Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Advisory 
Committee,  Multiculturalism  Directorate, 
Secretary  of  State.  The  two-year 
project  is  to  be  completed  by 
30  October  1984. 

Conducting  the  interviews  are  two 
CIUS  research  assistants,  Mr.  Lubomyr 
Luciuk  and  Mr.  Zenowij  Zwarycz,  the 
former  in  western  Canada  and  the  latter 
in  the  East.  Both  have  completed  their 
M.A.,  in  geography  and  history 
respectively,  and  have  had  considerable 
experience  in  archival  work  with  the 
Multicultural  History  Society  of  Ontario 
in  Toronto.  Both  deeply  appreciate  the 
co-operation  they  have  received  from 
all  who  have  participated  in  the  project. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to 
broaden  the  research  base  for  a CIUS 
conference  in  1985  on  Ukrainian 
Canadian  life  between  the  First  World 
War  and  the  arrival  of  the  third 
immigration  after  the  Second  World 
War. 


CIUS  DEVELOPS  ARCHIVAL  POLICY 

As  a result  of  discussions 
prompted  by  the  CIUS  oral  history 
project  and  a solicited  paper  by 
Dr.  Yury  Boshyk,  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures,  University  of 
Toronto,  on  a comprehensive  approach 
to  archives  in  Ukrainian  studies,  CIUS 
has  taken  the  following  steps  toward 
alleviating  the  difficult  archival  situation: 

1.  Individuals,  institutions  and 
organizations  shall  be  actively 
encouraged  by  the  two  research 
assistants  in  the  oral  history 
project  (Messrs.  Luciuk  and 
Zwarycz)  to  submit  their  private 
papers  and  other  holdings  to  the 
archives  of  their  choice,  but 
archival  institutions  with  the 
professional  personnel  to  prepare 
guides  to  facilitate  research 
catalogue  collection  and  will  be 
recommended  more  highly  than 
others; 

2.  To  process  the  backlog  of  existing 
collections,  CIUS  will  make  summer 
internships  available  on  a matching 
basis  with  interested  archives; 

3.  The  Multiculturalism  Directorate, 
Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  will  be  encouraged  to 
organize  a national  conference  on 
the  subject  of  ethnic  archives; 

4.  Ukrainian  pioneer  associations  like 
that  in  Alberta  will  be  encouraged 
to  promote  and  support  the 
development  of  Ukrainian  Canadian 
archival  holdings; 

5.  The  research  studies  of  Ukrainian 
archives  by  Dr.  Patricia  Grimsted, 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute,  Harvard 
University,  shall  receive  such  CIUS 
support  as  available  finances  permit; 

6.  A policy  for  archival  holdings  in 
Europe  and  the  United  States  will 
be  developed  jointly  with  the 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute  at 
Harvard; 

7.  CIUS  has  entered  into  an 
arrangement  with  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  to  enable 
Dr.  Boshyk  to  devote  one-third  of 
his  time  to  co-ordinating  CIUS 
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archival  policy  and  programmes. 

In  implementing  2)  above,  CIUS  has 
made  $8,000  in  research  grants  available 
in  1983-4  to  catalogue  the  Ivan 
Bobersky  Collection  at  the  Ukrainian 
Cultural  and  Educational  Centre 
(Oseredok)  in  Winnipeg,  the  Bachinsky 
Collection  at  Carleton  University  in 
Ottawa  and  the  Kateryna  Antonovych 
Collection  at  the  National  Ethnic  Archives 
of  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada  in 
Ottawa 


EDITORIAL  MEETING  ON  THE 
"ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE" 

PROJECT 

With  preparation  of  the  first 
volume  of  the  English-language, 
alphabetical  "Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine”  in 
its  last  stages,  a meeting  of  the 
principal  editors  was  held  at  Sarcelles, 
France,  11-15  July.  The  following 
participated  in  the  discussions:  Drs. 

M.  Lupul  (chairman),  V.  Kubijovyc  (editor), 
V.  Markus  (associate  editor), 

A.  Zhukovsky  (assistant  editor),  D.  Struk 
(managing  editor),  A.  Figol  (financial 
secretary  for  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  in  Europe)  and  Mrs.  S.  Yaniw. 
Reports  were  also  received  from  Dr. 


D.  Markus  on  entries  for  volume  two. 

Dr.  I.  Koshelivetz,  literature  editor,  and 
Mr.  S.  Hordynsky,  who  is  responsible 
for  illustrations.  Four  main  subjects 
were  discussed:  1)  the  format  of  the 
first  volume;  2)  procedures  and 
techniques  to  hasten  the  development  of 
future  volumes;  3)  entries  and  editorial 
responsibilities  for  volume  two;  and 
4)  finances. 

It  was  decided  to  confine  the  first 
volume  to  the  letters  A to  E,  and  to 
include  the  entries  for  F in  the  second 
volume.  It  was  also  decided  to  increase 
the  number  of  volumes  from  four  to 
five.  The  first  volume  will  be  published 
by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  on 
or  before  1 September  1984.  To  date, 
the  approximate  cost  to  CIUS  of  the 
encyclopedia  project  is  $450,000, 
broken  down  as  follows  (see  table 
below). 


In  addition,  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies  has  contributed 
approximately  $110,000  toward  the 
encyclopedia  project  for  the  services  of 
Dr.  Vasyl  Markus,  Loyola  University, 
Chicago,  and  for  computers  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.

The  executive,  formerly  located  in 
Toronto  (1975-9)  and  Edmonton 
(1979-83),  will  be  based  in  British 
Columbia's  lower  mainland.

PROFESSOR  GEORGE  SHEVELOV 
HONOURED 

On  2 1 May  Dr.  Shevelov, 
professor  emeritus,  Columbia  University, 
received  the  Canadian  Foundation  for 
Ukrainian  Studies  "Award  for  Scholarly 
Excellence  in  Ukrainian  Studies,"  and  a 
cheque  for  $5,000  at  the  biennial 
convention  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Professional  and  Business  Federation, 
held  in  Winnipeg.  Ten  days  later  Dr. 
Shevelov  was  the  recipient  of  Doctor 


of  Laws,  honoris  causa,  from  the 
senate  of  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Dr.  Manoly  Lupul,  director  of  CIUS, 
presented  Dr.  Shevelov  to  convocation 
and  Mr.  Peter  Savaryn,  chancellor  of  the 
university,  conferred  the  degree. 

Following  the  award.  Dr.  Shevelov 
presented  the  Convocation  Address. 

A philologist,  literary  critic  and 
teacher,  Dr.  Shevelov  emigrated  to  the 
United  States  after  the  Second  World 
War  and  earned  international  recognition 
as  the  foremost  scholar  of  Ukrainian 
language  and  literature  in  the  Western 
world.  In  the  academy,  he  is  generally 
regarded  as  the  dean  of  Ukrainian 
philological  studies. 

A graduate  of  the  University  of 
Kharkiv  in  Ukraine  and  the  Ukrainian 
Free  University  in  Munich,  Dr.  Shevelov 
was  professor  of  Slavic  philology  at 
Columbia  from  1954  until  his  retirement 
in  1977.  Among  his  numerous 
publications  are  two  monumental  works: 

A Prehistory  of  Slavic:  The  Historical 
Phonology  of  Common  Slavic  (1964) 
and  A Historical  Phonology  of  the 
Ukrainian  Language  (1979),  the  latter 
published  by  Carl  Winter 
Universitatsverlag  (Heidelberg)  in 
association  with  CIUS. 


CIUS  RECEIVES  FEDERAL  RESEARCH 
GRANT 

In  June,  CIUS  received  a $30,000 
federal  grant  from  the  Multiculturalism 
Directorate,  Department  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  to  study  the  contemporary 
Ukrainian  community  in  Canada.  The 
study  will  be  conducted  by  Mr.  Bohdan 
Kordan,  CIUS  research  associate,  under 
the  supervision  of  a committee 
consisting  of  Dr.  Lupul  (chairman), 

Mr.  Myroslav  Kohut  and  Dr.  W.  Roman 
Petryshyn.  The  study  is  to  furnish  hard 
and  soft  data  on  various  sectors  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  community  (the  arts, 
education,  foundations,  media,  youth, 
festivals,  etc.)  in  each  of  the  three 
Prairie  provinces,  where  the  large 
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Ukrainian  Canadian  population  is  most 
visible.  Data  will  be  gathered  jointly  with 
the  three  community  development 
officers/animators  recently  hired  by  the 
Ukrainian  Community  Development 
Committee  — Prairie  Region.  It  is 
envisaged  that  the  data  will  form  the 
basis  for  position  papers  in  each  sector 
to  be  presented  to  conferences  in  each 
Prairie  province  in  the  spring  of  1984. 


SECOND  SUMMER  SCHOOL  FOR 
TEACHERS  OF  UKRAINIAN  HELD 

The  second  interprovincial  Summer 
School  for  teachers  of  Ukrainian  was 
held  at  the  University  of  Manitoba, 
Winnipeg,  on  4-29  July.  It  was 
organized  by  the  Centre  for  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Studies,  St.  Andrew's  College, 
and  Manitoba's  Department  of  Education. 
The  programme  was  co-ordinated  by 
Mrs.  Stephania  Yurkiwsky,  Ukrainian 
Language  Consultant,  Department  of 
Education,  and  Dr.  Natalia  Aponiuk,  the 
centre's  director,  was  the  academic 
advisor.  Enrolled  were  thirty-one 
students,  including  four  from  Alberta 
and  one  from  British  Columbia. 

Developed  as  a "Ukrainian 
Immersion  Course  for  Teachers,"  the 
programme  consisted  of  three  courses: 
"Conversational  Ukrainian,"  a six-hour 
credit  course  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts, 
team-taught  by  Ms.  Lesia  Pawlowsky 
with  Mrs.  Yurkiwsky,  Mrs.  Vera  Labach, 
Mr.  George  Zerebecky  and  Mr.  John 
Sokolowski  as  resource  personnel; 
"Ukrainian  Canadian  Folklore,"  a 
three-hour  credit  course  in  Arts  taught 
by  Dr.  Robert  B.  Klymasz;  and 
"Introduction  to  Applied  Linguistics,"  a 
three-hour  credit  course  in  the  Faculty 
of  Education  taught  by  Dr.  Edward 
Burstynsky,  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
Ukrainian  language.  The  all-day  classes 
created  an  immersion  environment  in 
which  the  emphasis  was  on 
methodology,  vocabulary  and  cultural 
content  directly  relevant  to  the  Ukrainian 
bilingual  programme  in  the  public 
schools. 


The  Summer  School  was  funded 
by  Manitoba's  Department  of  Education 
and  the  federal  government's  ethnic 
studies  programme.  With  summer 
courses  at  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba  in  1982  and 
1983  respectively,  it  is  planned  to  hold 
the  next  Summer  School  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  1984.

Seminars 


CARL  BETKE 

The  last  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  presented  on  8 April  by 
Dr.  Betke,  senior  research  historian  at 
the  Ukrainian  Cultural  Heritage  Village 
near  Edmonton,  whose  topic  was  "The 
Urban  Impact  on  Ukrainian  Settlement  in 
East-Central  Alberta  before  1930." 

Dr.  Betke  noted  that  students  of 
ethnic  groups  in  North  America  have 
often  considered  isolation  a crucial 
factor  in  cultural  preservation.  The 
Ukrainians  who  settled  east-central 
Alberta  in  the  last  decade  of  the 
nineteenth  century  were  isolated  from 
other  Canadians  by  their  distance  from 
urban  centres  and  by  the  low 
population  density  in  the  countryside. 
Rural  families  were  largely 
self-sufficient,  usually  looking  to 
neighbours  of  the  same  ethnic  group 
for  whatever  assistance  they  required. 
The  dominance  of  a single 
occupation — farming — narrowed  the 
range  of  social  differentiation  in  the 
bloc  settlements. 
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Thus,  Ukrainians  could  easily 
preserve  their  culture  as  long  as  they 
remained  in  rural  settlements,  but  had  to 
pay  the  price  of  restricted  opportunity 
for  social  and  economic  advancement 
Rural  communities  and  small  towns 
possessed  only  a few  basic  institutions 
and  businesses,  while  larger  towns  at 
railway  divisional  points  offered  little 
further  scope  for  economic 
diversification.  Ukrainians  in  Alberta  who 
wished  to  participate  in  Canada's  urban 
culture  and  economy  had  to  settle  in 
Edmonton. 

When  the  first  Ukrainian  settlers 
arrived  in  Edmonton  in  the  late  1890s, 
they  were  treated  with  suspicion  and 
hostility  by  many  inhabitants.  Ukrainians 
were  perceived  as  valuable  settlers  only 
to  the  extent  that  they  brought 
prosperity  to  local  townsmen.  When 
they  began  to  establish  themselves  in 
small  mercantile  and  real-estate 
enterprises  in  the  first  decade  of  this 
century,  Ukrainians  were  subjected  to  a 
concerted  assimilative  effort  by 
Anglo-Canadian  Protestant  churches  in 
the  city.  Some  succumbed  to  these 
pressures,  but  the  community  managed 
to  preserve  its  culture  by  establishing 
institutions — churches,  religious  orders, 
student  boarding-houses, 
newspapers — that  reinforced  its  identity. 
Younger  Ukrainians  could  become 
educated,  enter  the  professions,  and 
open  businesses  in  the  city  without 
surrendering  their  cultural  heritage.  It 
was  this  adaptive  response,  concluded 
Dr.  Betke,  that  allowed  Ukrainians  to 
turn  to  their  advantage  the  expanding 
opportunities  available  in  the  urban 
setting. 


GEORGE  V.  SHEVELOV 

On  1 June  1983,  Dr.  Shevelov, 
professor  emeritus  at  Columbia 
University,  gave  a special  lecture  on 
"The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Policy  of 
Ukrainianization,  1925-1932."  The  lecture 
was  drawn  from  a longer  work  that 
will  appear  in  The  Language  Question  in 
Ukraine,  a collection  of  essays  to  be 


published  by  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute. 

In  Dr.  Shevelov's  view, 
Ukrainianization  was  not,  as  is  often 
thought,  a movement  of  Ukrainians 
against  Moscow.  It  was  rather  a policy 
adopted  by  the  Moscow  party 
leadership  in  response  to  political 
developments  at  home  and  abroad.  In 
Ukraine,  the  policy  was  a gesture  of 
reassurance  to  the  peasant  masses,  who 
did  not  speak  Russian;  it  also  helped  to 
win  over  the  Ukrainian  intelligentsia.  By 
creating  a showcase  of  Ukrainian  culture 
in  the  USSR,  the  party  hoped  to  appeal 
to  Western  Ukrainians  and  thereby 
inspire  Ukrainian  separatist  movements  in 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and  Romania. 

They  hoped  that  national  feeling  might 
succeed  in  destabilizing  these  countries 
where  proletarian  internationalism  had 
failed. 

In  1926,  knowledge  of  the 
Ukrainian  language  was  made  obligatory 
for  all  civil  servants  in  the  Ukrainian 
SSR.  The  number  of  Ukrainian  schools 
increased  rapidly,  especially  at  the 
elementary  level.  The  press  was  largely 
Ukrainianized,  and  the  production  of 
books  in  Ukrainian  increased  sharply. 
Ukrainian-language  theatre,  radio  and  film 
displaced  their  Russian  counterparts  in 
the  republic.  Although  these 
achievements  were  largely  destroyed  by 
Stalin  in  the  1930s,  others  were  more 
lasting.  Large  number  of  people  acquired 
at  least  a passive  command  of  the 
Ukrainian  language,  and  the  resources  of 
the  latter  were  enriched  as  talented 
writers  explored  urban  and  industrial 
themes.  Interest  in  Ukrainian  culture 
became  widespread,  attracting 
intellectuals  who  would  otherwise  have 
identified  themselves  as  Russians. 

Dr.  Shevelov  stressed  that  the 
entrenchment  of  the  Ukrainian  language 
and  culture  in  the  republic  was  an 
unintended  by-product  of  a policy 
controlled  from  beginning  to  end  by  the 
leaders  of  the  all-union  party.  Although 
Ukrainianization  was  never  formally 
abandoned,  it  was  terminated  in  practice 
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when  it  ceased  to  serve  the  party's 
interests.  Stalin's  decision  to  collectivize 
agriculture  by  force  made  concessions 
to  the  peasantry  superfluous.  The 
Ukrainian  intelligentsia,  never  dominant  in 
the  republic's  party  apparatus,  was 
subjected  to  deportation  and  execution. 
Hitler's  seizure  of  power,  which  raised 
the  threat  of  war  between  Germany  and 
the  USSR,  made  it  necessary  to 
transform  the  strategic  Ukrainian 
borderland  into  a tightly  controlled 
Russian  province,  regardless  of  the 
damage  to  Stalin's  reputation  in  Western 
Ukraine. 

In  conclusion,  Dr.  Shevelov  referred 
to  Jurij  Lawrynenko's  well  known 
description  of  the  1920s  in  Soviet 
Ukraine  as  "the  executed  (rozstri I iane) 
renaissance."  The  extent  of  the 
renaissance  is  open  to  debate,  he 
stated,  but  there  can  be  no  question 
whatever  about  the  fact  of  its 
execution. 


JOSEPH  ZAJDA 

A special  seminar  was  presented 
on  10  May  1983  by  Dr.  Zajda,  chief 
examiner  of  Ukrainian  language  and 
literature  for  the  Higher  School 
Certificate  (Year  12)  in  the  State  of 
Victoria,  Australia.  Dr  Zajda's  topic  was 
"Problems  Associated  with  the  Study  of 
Ukrainian  by  Second-Generation 
Ukrainians  in  Melbourne,  1975-83.” 

Dr.  Zajda  pointed  out  that  Ukrainian 
language  and  literature  has  been  offered 
at  the  Higher  School  Certificate  level  in 
Australia  since  1975.  The  objective  of 
the  programme  is  to  develop  a high 
level  of  competence  in  oral  and  written 
Ukrainian  and  in  translation  from 
Ukrainian  into  English. 

The  certificate  examination,  which 
Dr.  Zajda  has  administered  since  1975, 
consists  of  an  oral  and  a written 
section.  In  the  oral  examination, 
candidates  are  required  to  read  a 
paragraph  aloud,  answer  questions  about 
it,  recite  a passage  of  poetry,  and 


converse  with  their  examiners.  Most 
candidates  are  able  to  read 
satisfactorily,  but  their  pace,  intonation 
and  articulation  are  generally  poor.  Most 
have  a very  poor  vocabulary  and  tend 
to  transfer  idiomatic  expressions  from 
English  to  Ukrainian. 

The  written  examination  requires 
candidates  to  answer  questions  about  a 
printed  passage,  translate  ten  sentences 
from  English  into  Ukrainian,  and 
complete  a variety  of  sentences  which 
test  their  knowledge  of  morphology  and 
syntax.  While  the  candidates'  reading 
comprehension  has  usually  been 
adequate,  most  have  great  difficulty  with 
the  declension  of  nouns  and  adjectives, 
the  conjugation  of  verbs,  and  the 
expression  of  agreement  between 
inflected  parts  of  speech.  Because  the 
examination  is  heavily  weighted  toward 
comprehension,  most  candidates  pass, 
but  their  command  of  grammar  is  so 
poor  that  the  examiners  have  accepted 
substandard  responses  as  long  as  they 
are  comprehensible  In  general,  the 
standard  of  candidates'  oral  and  written 
Ukrainian  has  declined  quite  rapidly  since 
1975.

BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

Dr.  Krawchenko  edited  the  recent 
CIUS  publication,  Ukraine  After  Shelest 
(Edmonton,  CIUS),  121  pages.  His  own 
contribution  to  the  book  is  an  essay  on 
"Ethno-Demographic  Trends  in  Ukraine  in 
the  1970s."  He  also  contributed  two 
items  to  P.  Arnold,  The  Soviet  Union 
(Edmonton  1983),  a new  grade  nine 
social  science  textbook  about  the  USSR 
to  be  used  in  the  province  of  Alberta: 
"The  Great  Famine  of  1932-1933  in 
Soviet  Ukraine"  and  "Politics  in  Ukraine." 
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Recently,  Dr.  Krawchenko  was 
awarded  a $9,150  grant  from  the 
Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Research 
Council  of  Canada  to  prepare  a study 
on  the  history  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Ukraine. 


MANOLY  R.  LUPUL 

On  4 June,  Dr.  Lupul  participated 
on  a panel,  "Multiculturalism  and  Official 
Languages:  Friends  or  Foes?,”  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Consultative  Council  on  Multiculturalism  in 
Vancouver.  Other  panel  members  were
